In response to the Office action mailed February 19, 2003, Applicants 
elect, with traverse, to prosecute species claims to Influenza. The claims all read on the 
elected species except for claims 37 and 38. 

The invention provides a method for rapid, efficient production of viral 
antigens wherein the method requires a minimum of time consuming manipulations. 
Thus, there is a disclosed relationship between the species of the invention. Therefore, 
the Examiner must discuss the reasons leading to the conclusion that the disclosed 
relation does not prevent restriction (MPEP 808.01(a)). Applicants respectfully submit 
that the Examiner has failed to provide any such reasoning or evidence. In the absence of 
such a showing, Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw the 
Restriction Requirement and consider all the alleged viral species together.
